. Dervishes Open the Fight. 

Cairo, Sept. 4, 2 a. m.—The follow 
patch, dated yesterday (Saturday), 
been received from Nasri: at 

“ Barly this morning the dervishes mate 
& most determined attack upon the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces, but after an hour's hard 
fighting we drove them off. 

“At 8:30 a. m.a general advance or- 
dered upon Omdurman, and again we were 
received with a determined attack on our 
right, but, the dervishes were on more 
repulsed. with heavy loss. 

‘The army, under the personal command 
of the Khalifa, wag totalty dispersed by 
noon. At.2 o'clock this afternoon our forces 
advanced again and occupied Omdurman. 
The Khalifa fled during the forenoon and is 
now being closely pursued by our cavalry. 

“*It is impossible now to give a complete 
list of the casualities. The British loss is 
estimated at about 100, the Egyptian loss 
is probably 200. Karl Neufeld was rescued 
unharmed.” 


Herr Karl Neufeld, to in 
the dispatches from, Cairo as rescued un- 
harmed from the dervishes, fell into the 
hands of the Mahdi’s followers in the neigh- 
borhood of Dongola, in the late spring or 
early summer of 1887. He was the last Eu- 
ropean male captive of importance remain- 

ing in the power of the dervishes. _ | 
Various accounts are given of his early 
career. According to the Neues Weiner 
Tageblatt, Neufeld, shortly after the con- 
clusion of his college course at Leipzic, 
where he studied medicine, severely wound- 
ed an opponent in a duel and was obliged 
to go abroad. He settled as a physician at 
_Assouan, Upper Egypt, where he practiced 
his profession from 1879 to 1881. When the 
rising of Mahomed Achmed took place in 
the latter year Herr Neufeld was obliged to

Ultimately a scarcity of powder arose in 


‘the Soudam and Neufeld’s knowledge of 


chemistry was brought into requisition for 
its manufacture. It appears that he col- 
lected saltpeter and made the explosive, 
but the same narratives that gave this in- 
formation. described him as still in fetters 
and carrying iron rings upon both feet. 

His next clever exploit was subsequent to 
the death of the Mahdi and under the rule 
of the Khalifa. Neufeld decorated the tomb 
of the Mahdi, whose dome the British gun- 
boats have just partially demolished, and 
did the work so effectively that, according 
to Father Rossignoli, who escaped from 
(Khartum in 1894, the widows of the prophet 
were “ quite touched.”’

stroyed. Gordon was killed after surrender 
and the English have never forgotten it. 
|The story of Gordon, who fought so val- 
lantly against overpowering odds, and who 
only surrendered to be killed when his com- 
mand had been practically destroyed, forms 
one of the most sorrowful as well as one of 
thé grandest pages of English history. Gor- 
don had made his reputation by the master- 
ly way in which he conducted the operations 
-by: which England secured a foothold in 
China. When his country saw it was nec- 
essary to enter into the Egyptian squabble 
te hold the highway to the Indies, it called 
its bravest men to undertake the work 


for. 
de conquest. 


Nominally England entered the field for 
the purpose of suppressing the slave traffic 
and really as a civilizing power in the broad- 
est sense. In 1869 Sir Samuel Baker was 
appointed sole commander of a military ex- 
pedition to suppress the slave trade on the 

lle, and was given absolute authority over 

e country south of Gondokoro. He re- 
turned to London in 1873, and was suc- 
eéded by General, then Colonel, Gordon.

_ Say List of Killed Is Correct.

It is the contrast he- 
tween this record and that of the deaths 
from fever which army officials do not relish. 

It was considered somewhat strange that 
the discrepancy between Tue TRIBUNE fg- 
ures and those made by Brigadier General 
Boynton of the deaths at Camp Thomas 
should be so great. In the absence of an ex- 
planation from General Boynton, however, 
War department officials were silent and re-

In reply to the question as to how he had 
peo his investigation, General Boynton 
said: 

“I made personal visits to all the de- 
partments of each hospital except contagious 
wards. I inspected the stores, medical sup- 
plies, kitchens, etc., and went through the 
typhoid wards of each hospital. My inves- 
tigation began after a part of the troops 
had left the park and give only present 
conditions.”’ 

It appears that there had been no official 
report of the dead made up to today. Gen- 
eral Breckinridge today filed the official re- 
port of the number of deaths in each regt- re 
ment encamped at the park since their ar- a 
rival here, up to Aug. 31, with the War :

it has been received by the War depart- 
ment, 

The list as printed in THE TRIBUNE was 
obtained from sources about which there 
could be no question, and it will be found 
that the list will be even smaller than the 
official figures, because it did not contain 
the names of those who had died at other 
points of disease contracted at this camp.

FEW FROM SPANISH WAR. 


| Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—The annual 
report of H. Clay Evans, Commissioner of 
Pensions, was made public today. The ap- 
pendix containing tables showing compart- 
sons in pension payments, etc., will be issued 
later. The Commissioner says the roll is not 
only increasing in numbers but in value. It 
is beMeved it will increase from the war of 
ithe rebellion, as there probably are 200,000 
‘ex-union soldiers living who have never had 
pensions, and it will increase in amount 
naturally by reasdm of increased disabili- 
tées as provided by law. 

The amounts paid out at the several 
agencies for the year on account of pensions 
‘under the general laws were $75,275,383, and 
‘On account of pensions under the act of 
June 27, 1890, $66,255,670. The number of 
pensioners in foreign countries at the close 
of the fiscal year was 4,371, having increased 


. 309. The total amount paid to pensioners 


living abroad was $669,862. 

Commissioner Evans says there 4s a lack 
of system in the established practice of this 
department in securing the necessary orig- 
inal and continued identification of the pen- 
sioner with the service, as there is also in 
securing notices of death, remarriages, and 
necessary information for dropping, from 
other causes, pensioners living in. foreign 
countries, as the bureau has no supervision 
or criminal jurisdiction over such pen- 
sioners, 

Survivors of Early Wars. 
_ There were seventeen survivors and 211 
widows of the Indian wars, and forty-six 
survivors and 502 widows of the Mexican war 
pensioned during the year. There are sur- 
viving five widows and seven daughters of 
the American revolution. One survivor 
(dead, payable to his widow) and seven 
widows of the war of 1812 were pensioned 
during the year just closed. | 
; Pension claims pending June 30, 1898, 
_humbered 635,059. The commissioner ts con- 
fident that there are not over 75,000 of these 
(invalids and widows) that are genuine orig- 
inal claims. The others are casee where 
the claimants are already pensioned. 

The special examination division has done 

good work during the year, having endeav- 
ored to do justice to all claimants, and many 
just claims have been admitted that would 
otherwise have been rejected. | : 
_ “Phere is much complaint among pen 
sifoners,’' says the commissioner, “ and just 
cause for such, by reason of the lack of uni- 
formity of ratings for the same or like disa- 
bilities of different claimants. This com- 
plaint has always existed and always will, 
with our present system, and established 
practice, and it cannot be remedied without 
radical change of system. 


Methods of Examiners. 
“The practice requires that medical ex- 
aminers shall make a diagnosis and com- 
plete and accurate pen picture of the dis- 
ability or disabilities of the claimant. They 
are paid a small fee for each examination 


and detailed report, and such examination is : 


often, no doubt,- hurried and_ superficial. 
Therefore many test examinations are made. 
“As an illustration, the bureau recently 
found it necessary to cause a test examina- 
tion to be made of a pensioner. He was sent 
before four medical boards, three members 
each, all present. All of these boards were 
within the classified service. Each examined 
the pensioner under the same instructions, 
Each board made a careful examination and 
orted the results of the investigation 

th the usual care, describing the pen- 
sioner's disabilities from their standpoint. 
Each board found unanimously; no minority 
report. The results, summed up briefly, 
were: One board could find no ratable dis- 
ability, another found a ratable disability 
and estimated it at $6 a month, another board 
found disability, carefully described, and 
rated it at $17 a month, while the other board 
made equally as careful examination and 
estimated the claimant’s disabilities as third 
grade—$24 a month.’

many fail to require necessary identification 
of pensioners, to require presentations of 
pension certificates by the pensioners at the 
time of taking such acknowledgments, and 
they have violated the law also in the use 
of professional or stock witnesses. Warn- 
ing has been given to the officials, and it is 
hoped that it will not be necessary to make 
them feel the penalty of the law. 

Attention is called to an extract from the 
pension laws, providing that all pensions 
granted under the general laws regulating 
pensions of widows in consequence of death 
occurring from a cause-which originated in 
the service since March 4, 1861, shall com- 
mence from the death of the husband. _Up 
to the passage of this act, June 7, 1888, the 
widows’ pensions dated from the date of 
filing claim, if the application was filed after 
July 1, 1880. No soldier's pension can go 
back of the date of its filing since July 1, 
1880, 


Pensions of Remarried Widows. 


‘“‘that there were and are a large number 
of widows who had never been pensioned 
or filed claims for pension. Many of them 
at that date (June 7, 1888) had remarried, 
and before the passage of this law had no 
pensionable status on account of their re- 
marriage without filing claim for pension. 
The soldier husband for some reason had 
not claimed pension and the widow had not 
filed a claim, although she may have re- 
mained a widow from one to twenty years 
or more. Under the act mentioned the 
widow becomes the beneficiary of the gov- 
ernment practically for the use and benefit 
of the second husband.” 

Commissioner Evans ts of opinion thatthe 
operation of this law is contrary to the 
spirit or intent of a just and generous recog- 
nition of the soldiers’ services. The -wid- 
ow’s pension, he says, is intended to aid, as- 
sist, and comfort the soldier’s widow dur- 
ing her widowhood. 

It is recommended that the payments of 
pensions be made to the wife or some oiher 
suitable person in the case of pensioners 
who are likely to dissipate their money. 

A treatise has been prepared to facilitate 
the settlement of pending claims by placing 
before examiners, as simply as practicable, 
the requirements of the bureau In the dif- 
ferent classes of claims, thus enabling claim- 
ants and those who adjudicate these ciaims 
to proceed to their settlement in a more 
expeditious and inte'ligent manner. 

It is recommended that additions be made 
to the law and medical libraries of the de- 
partment and that a commission be ap- 
pointed on the revision of the laws, -uieg, 


pensions. 

A special division has been established 
to adjudicate claims growing out of the 
Spanish war. These will be paid under the 
general laws Only about 100 claims of this 
class have been filed up to the close uf the 
fiscal year and none have been adjudicated. 

A recommendation is made that some 
changes be made in the Pension Bullding 
to accommodate the large number of pa- 
pers on file there.

REVIEWS RULES. 


CAMP 


VETERAN FOOTBALL AUTHORITY 
PISCUSSES THE CHANGES, 


Most Needed Work Found by the Com- 
«mittee Is im the Line of Classifica- 
Some of Western Com- 
mittee’s Ideas — Several Disputed 
Points Made Clear by Footnotes— 
Quarter Back Cannot Feint at Pass- 
ing Ball to Draw Opponents Offside. 


[BY WALTER CAMP.] 

In considering changes in the football rules 
the committee first took up the point of the 
arrangement, classification, and labeling 
(if one may use such an expression) in order 
to make the code one of ready reference. To 
accomplish this they placed marginal words 
by the side of each rule which should givea 
kind of index easily seen as an official or 
player is turning the leaves of the book in 
search of a certain rule. The committee 
added to several of the rules notes, more or 
less explanatory in character. The rules 
were also divided into sections, the first one 
relating to equipment and officials, the sec- 
ond section to definition of terms, and two 
later sections relating to penalties and the 
duties of officials. This last section was so 
made as to cover practically every rule in 
the list, referring to it by number and indi- 
cating which official should have jurisdic- 
tion. 

In the first section; under rule 1, appears 
the first alteration. Here in the note officials 
are insffucted not only that it is desirable to 
have stop watches and whistles, but also to 
have the ground marked off with five-yard 
lines, and to see that two light poles, about 
six feet in length, and connected at the ends 
by a cord or chain just five feet long, are 
provided. Under rule 2, the paragraph de- 
scribing a free kick has also received the 
addition of a note suggested by the Western 
rules, describing what kicks are free kicks. 

& nder rule 4, which defines a touchdown, 
an attempt has been made to render any- 
thing like a misunderstanding impossible. 
It was argued by the committee that of all 
the rules in the book none could be of more 
vital importance than this one so far as a 
clear and distinct understanding of it was 
concerned. The rule has therefore been made 
explicit in the statement that a touchdown 
is made when the ball, tn possession of a 
player, is declared dead by the referee, any 
part of it being on, over, or behind fhe oppo- 
nent’s goal line. There have been instances 
where a side has carried the ball down to the 
opponent’s goal, and there, owing to mis- 


‘interpretation of just what constitutes a 


touchdown, have been deprived of a justly 
earned score. It was the hope of the com- 
mittee by this rule to put an end to the oc-. 
currence of such*misfortunes as well as to 
the chances of discussion arising over the 
point. 

Touch-in-Goal Eliminated. 

In a note under this rule is an important 
feature of the new code. It provides that a 
ball carried across the extension of the side 
line is at once dead, and that touchdown is 
marked at the intersection of the side line 
and the goal line—that is, the old term touch- 
in-goal, with all the references-to that terri- 
tory, has been eliminated, and a great deal 
of needless discussion has been thus ob- 
viated. 

The rules regarding touchback and safety 
have also been made more clear by the 
adoption of a similar phraseology to that 
used in defining a touchdown, with the adwi- 
tion of the spgcial wordings pertaining to 
these two terms. In the case of a safety the 
rule even goes so far as to describe how the 
impetus which carries the ball across the 
goal line may originate. It also distinctly 
States that a kick bounding back from an 
oppopent may give this impetus to the ball, 
and also that a player carrying the ball baok, 
or rather being carried by the opponents, 
across the line, provided the ball was not de- 
clared dead by the referee before the line 
was reached or crossed, makes a safety. 

‘The rule regarding. scrimmage has been 
expanded and explained. In one point, and 
one which has provoked some earBer dis- 
cussion, it is particularly definite, ana that is 
in thinking that the scrimmage does not end 
until the ball is again declared dead. It also 
provides in a note that snapping the ball 
back means putting it back by the hand or 
foot with one quick and continuous motion. 
Furthermore, it provides against an evil 
which had come to the surface last season— 
namely: that of a pretended snap-back, used 
to tempt the opponents into offside play. 
The new rule provides that if a snapper- 
back makes such a feint, voluntariiy mov- 
ing the ball as if to snap it, whe‘her he 
withholds it altogether or only momentarily, 
the ball is considered in play and the scrim- 
mage begun. 

A note under the rule defining how a goal 
is made provides that the mere fact of the 
ball striking an opponent after the kick does 
not vitiate the goal so long as the ball 
passes on over the cross bar. In further 
rules defining off and on side a provision is 
made which practically allows a player when 
off side in the case of a fumble or a muff to 
touch the ball. That is, if a fumble is made » 
by a half back the quarter back or any of 
the players who are in front of h'm may 
drop on the ball without penalty for offside, 
and thus save it for their own side. The 
same is true in case of a muff. These points 
last year were sometimes agreed upon be- 
officials, but were not

Under 
rule 12, in a note, appear two of the most 
important modifications, and ones which will 
do much to eliminate disputes regarding 
short games. The first paragraph of the 
note renders it possible for the two Captains 
to agree to play a game of less than the 
regulation two halves of thirty-five minutes 
each. The second paragraph is of still more 
importance, for the first paragraph has been 


practically recognized by players for a num- | 


ber of years. This second paragraph is in- 
tended to hit cases where for any reason the 
beginning of the game has been set too late, 
or has been for any reason postponed, until 
in the opinion of the referee, when ready to 
call the game, there is likelihood of dark- 
ness intervening before the second full half 
can be completed. The paragraph provides 
that in such a case the referee shall, before 
play commences, arbitrarily fix a certain 
time for the duration of each half, such that 
in his opinion both halves may. be played out 
before darkness comes on. Furthermore, he 
is to notify the Captains of the exact time 
thus set, and either side refusing to abide 
by his opinion on this point shall forfeit the 
game. 

In a later part of this same rule a note 
is added which sets at rest one misunder- 
standing that has sometimes arisen. This 
note provides that time is not to be taken 
out when the ball goes out of bounds, except 
in case of unreasonable delay in returning 
it to the field of play. Time is, however, to 
be taken out when the ball is being brought 
out for a try at goal, kickout, or kickoff, or 
when play is for any reason suspended by the 
referee or umpire. Last year delay arising 
from any cause might possibly last three 
minutes. This year’s rules shorten that time 
‘to a duration of two minutes. 


Ball Kicked Over Goal Line. 


Last season considerable misunderstand- 
ing arose as to what happened in case the 
ball was kicked across the goal line at kick- 
off, many maintaining that the ball must be 
kicked over again. In fact, so strong was 
this supposition in the minds of certain 
teams that when thus receiving the ball 
from a kick-off by their opponents they did 
not attempt to touch it down and bring it 
out for a kickoff, but let it stay where it. 
fell. - The kicker’s side charged down the 
field and secured the ball in the opponent's 
goal, making a touchdown. The defenders 
of the goal claimed that this was unfair. 
The rule has now been made explicit in this 
point. The side defending the goal must 
secure the ball, and if they do so secure it 
and it is declared dead when in their pos- 
session it is a touchback. 

If, on the other hend, the cftacking side

Under rule 14, which defines the

That {s, they may line up five yards ahead 
of the line which restrained them before 
charging, and the side having the free kick 
must still kick the ball from some point be- 
hind their mark. | 

Rule 17, regarding the use nds and 
arms by the defending side, ha ‘also been 
mace more explicit. They may use their 


hands and arms, but only to get their oppo- 
nents out of the way, in order to reach the 


ball or stop the player carrying it—that is, 
men cannot intentionally hold an opponent 
who has not the ball. 
get him out of the way in order to get at 
the ball. The rule regarding mass play 
has not been materially changed. 
Positions Behind the Line. 


The exact position of the men outside 
the players at the ends of the line of 
scrimmage has, however, been more 
clearly defined. The rule provides that 
to be outside the position occupied by a 
player at the end of the line means 
to have both feet outside the outside foot 
of that player. The proceeding of punting- 
out has also been made more clear, and 
the act itself moro secure, by a provision 
that the opponents may not line up with- 
jn ten feet on either side of the punter’s 
mark, and may not interfere with him. 
A note states, however, that the de- 
fending team, being on side, may charge 


as soon as the ball is kicked and try to 


get the ball or interfere with the catch. 
This has been at times a point of con- 
siderable doubt in the ruling of officials. 
Under rule 27 it has been enacted that 
the Captain may at any time substitute 
one player for another, but that a player 
who has been replaced by a substiture, 
whether he was ruled off by an official or 
taken off voluntarily by a Captain, may 
not return to further participation in the 
game. 

Under penalties, not only ts every foul 
mentioned, but a reference is made to 
the rule reysrding ft, and the penalty is 
appended, ths making the whole system 
of -penalties and fouls much more clear. 
Under these penalties is especially de- 
scribed the act of a kicker advancing 
beyond his mark, and the provision for 
the advance of the opponents in case he 
does this. Another point of extreme in- 
terest under penalties is that regarding 
starting before the ball is putin play. The 
tendency toward momentum plays, which 
has been checked by the rule that no 
player could start before the ball was 
put in play, seemed likely to grow up 
again in a modified form, through the ar- 
rangement of time signals which enabled 
the players of the side having possession of 
the ball to get a start just before it was 
actually put tn play. 

It is provided, therefore, that in case no 
offside play is involved no penalty at- 
taches, save that the ball must be 
brought back and put in play again.- 
That is, however, for a first offense of 
this nature. For a second offense on 
the same down the ball is given to the 
oppenehts, and, finally, if the same side 
rgaiu during the progress of the entire 
sank: infringés this rule, no second op- 
rertcrity is given, but the ball goes to 
tha opponents upon the first infringe- 
rent. The distance penalty near the 
g°el line, and .halving the distance, has 
bw: more specifically provided for, and 
in addition to this a rule has been made 
that if a side repeatedly commit such a 
‘foul, with the object of delaying the 
game, the referee shall warn them once, 
and upon a repetition of the offense shall 
declare the game forfeited to the opponents. 

Under the heading ‘‘ Duties of Officials ”’ 
a complete abstract is made of the duties 
of the referee, umpire, and linesmen, to- 
gether with the numbers of the rules over 
which each has jurisdiction, and such in- 
struction as may properly be given to each. 

The rule which the committee left to the 
last in their deliberations, although it was 
touched upon frequently before being final- 
ly considered, was that relating to scor- 
ing. After a thorough discussion and a 
canvass of opinions among players it was 
determined to reduce the value of a goal 
kicked from a touchdown, leaving the bal- 
ance of the scoring as of old. 


Western Rules. 


In the early part of the ruies the altera~ 


tions by the Western committee are not of 
great importance, being based upon ques- 


tions which do not materially affect the 


play. When it comes to the rule for safety 
touchdown the Western delegates made a 
new rule which does not in any way alter the 
play, but which makes more clear just what 
a safety is. | 
In rule 7 the Westerners take up a 
point which is also treated by the Eastern 
committee, and one which manifestly re- 
quired legislation. It is that a snapper back 
may not make a pretended snap back to de- 
‘ceive the opponents, ahd the Eastern com- 
mittee has practically taken the Western 
committee’s language in this rule. Several 
of the following rules. havée™bveen slightly 
altered to make the interpretation more 
clear. In rule ,16 the Westerners pro- 
vide that the side which has lost the goal 
shall have the privilegé of making their op- 
ponents kick off if they so desire. Théy ex- 
plain this alteration on the theory that the 
losing side should be favored. ; 

In rule 18 both the Western rule- 
makérs and the Eastern rulemakers provide 
that if a player of the side making a free 
kick is ahead of the ball when it is kicked 
his side shall not lose the ball but must 
kick again. In rule 19 the Western 
rulemakers have endeavored to make more 
clear the matter of charging. They have 
also in rule 21 added a clause for- 
bidding the tacklers from throwing a rfian 
when the play is over. This is generally 
looked after strictly by the umpire. 

No other changes of special note are made 
until we come to one relating to the scrim- 
mage, which reads as follows: ‘If when 
the ball is put in play five players, not in- 


of scrimmage, then two of these players 
must be clearly outside of the position oc- 
cupied by the players at the ends of said 
line. Exctption—Any formation may be 
made as a defense fora kick, but norunning 
play shall’ be allowed where the formation 
does not conform to the above rule, except 
that on a kick in the case of a bad pass or 
a fumble_recourse may oe had to any play 
permissible under the rule.” 

In rule 27 they also alter the 
@istance at which the opponents must stand 
from the goal line in case of a kick-out after 
a miss drop at goal on a first down inside 
the twenty-five yard line. They maintain 
that teh yards is too little room and give the 
kicker-out fifteen. They also in rule 29. 
make the point of halving the distance 
given for a foul close to the goal line more 
accurate and specific. | |

HALF A CENTURY OF * ENCE. 
There appears in the curren: Atlantic 
Monthly a comprehensive and | article 
by W. J. McGee on “ Fifty Yenis of Amer- 
ican Science.” The article is particularly 


wrought in that half century should be 
enough to make the whole nation pause in 
thankful admiration. | | 

Science has had a better chance in free 
America than in any other land under the 
sun, and here is where it has worked its 
greatest marvels and taken ts longest 
strides. Men and women scarcely beyond 
the prime of life can still look back over the 
whole period of the revolutionary changes 
in question. Some of those who attended 
the first meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science trav- 
eled to Philadelphia in stage coaches or in 


dips, wore clothes spuf’and woven by their 
wives, and knew no practical means for 
communicating thought faster than by post-— 
chaise. All believed in the eternal . fixity 
of animal and-plant species, and probably 
none had dreamed of doubting that each 
species had been separately created in its | 
present form. Man was stilla thing apart, 
too sacred to have his origin investigated by 
‘scientific methods. 

Fifty years ago the population of the 
United States was hardly more than 20 
millions; now it is 72 millions. Then our 
wealth was less than 7,000 million dollars; 
now it is 80,000 millions. At the beginning 
of 1848 there were 5,200 miles of railway 
in the United States; now there ane 200,000 
—almost as much as in all the rest of the 
world put together. Most of the mails were 
still carried by coaches and postboys. The 
telegraph was little more than a toy, and 
the telephone, electric car, bicycle, © and 
typewriter were undreamed of. Steel was 
regularly imported from Sheffield and iron 
from .Norway.. The steamsfiip was still an 
experiment andthe slow and unceftiin nav- 
igation of the great lakea was the highest 
luxury of inland travel.~ Chicago boasted | 
a population of 25,000. Settlers still avoid- 
ed the great fertile plains west of the Mis- 
souri, where. 10 million buffalo. grazed, and 
the region was still mapped as * the great 
American desert.” The Rocky Mountain 
region was a mythical land and California 
was ten times more remote in thought and 
interest than the Philippines are today... 

Against this background the changed con- 
ditions of the present stand out, luminous 
and marvelous. The progress of the nation 
in the half century is beyond parallel. Not 
only has the national wealth increased fen- 
fold but the subjugation of nature has gone 
on at a still greater rate, and the diffusion . 
of intelligence has again surpassed that. 
The whole world has moved as never before, 
but the United States has outdistanced all 
other countries, and the agency back of 
nearly all.this advancement has been the 
scientific spirit, As Mr. McGee says, “ fully 


last fifty years has been wrought through 
the unprecedented energy of Aniéfican ¢i- 
terprise and genius, guided by American 
science,”

‘This is “ important if true,” For if a 
strong desire of that kind prevails there is 
no apparent reason why it should not be 
gratified. The Jews control a great deal 
of the capital of the world. They are singu- 
larly generous in the support of any cause 
which appealstothem. Furthermore, part- 
ly because of the great wealth of many of 
their members, they have influence at Eu- 
repean courts. Anti-Semitie sentiments 
may prevail among ignorant or bigoted 
lower or middle classes, but rulers do not 
share them. 

The only possible exception is in the case 
of the Russian’ government, which, either 
sharing popular préjudiccs’ or bowing to 
them, has in the past treated i Jewish 
subjects:most harshly. If it wishes to see 
all the Jews out of the empire it onght to 


stead of having to find new homes across 
the Atlantic. If Russia and the other pow- 
ers were to insist on the sale of Palestine by 
Turkey the Sultan would probably yield. 
He will be the more willing to do so because 
his Treasury is bankrupt and the revenues 
of Palestine are insignificant. The loss of 
territory would be disagreeable, but money 
reconciles one. to many disagreeable things. 
Members of the Catholic and Greek 
Churches, the Lutherans of Germany and’ 
Scandinavia, and the Protestants of Eng- 
land and the United States would rather 
see the Holy Land occupied by Jews than 
of Turks. And as Palestine has been bad- 
iy governed by the Turks the European pow- { 
ers ought not to object to the establishment 
there of a Jewish government, under which 
the country would be repopulated and be- 
come as productive as it was centuries ago. 
It may be, however, that one or more of 
the powers—®rance, for instance—have de- 
| signs on the Holy Land themselves, In 
that event its sale at this time by Turkey 
would not snit theif plans. Still, if the Jews 
are as much set on the purchase of Palestine 
as is reported they should make the attempt. 
It will net take them long to find out if 
there are insurmountable obstacles.

No Use for Statuary. !

The subjects are too idealistic for 
youthful tastes, the working out of these 
subjects frequently too abstract and unreal 
for the matter-of-fact Chicago children, and 
the lack of artistic color an additional disad- 
vantage. By “ color,’’ Miss Silke explains, 
not the lack of brilhant tones is intended, but 
the presenting of the necessarily cold, if not 
déead-looking, surface of a photographed 
statue. The average child longs for and de- 
sires something less abstract and far away. 
The animal, face, figure, or entire picture 
which possesses a clear, distinct, and easily 
comprehended meaning is the reproduction 
desired. And, according to Miss Silke, the 
best ‘‘ old masters,”’ the ones, in a majority 
of cases, which are littie cared for by the 
average adult of untrained artistic judg- 
ment, are the ones which the children fre- 
quently pick out for repeated study, and 
which they are expected to purchase most 
frequently.

“The artists responsible for some of our 
modern paintings would be thoroughly as- 
tonished could they hear the childish com- 
ments upon their work and methods which 
we hear,’’ asserts another drawing teacher 
of Cnicago, ‘‘ and the reasons given by the 
children for preferring certain pictures to 
others would surprise them no less. The 
average public school student of Chicago is 
wonderfully clear and explicit in giving 
such opinions, and they will have none of 
symbolism or hyper-daintiness of subject or 
treatment in the pictures which appeal most 
strongly to them.” 

And yet, in seeming contradiction to this 
last statement, which was supported by a 
majority of the teachers seen, it is said that 
Madonnas, heads of angels, and similar sub- 
jects prove most popular of all with the 
childish critics for whom the penny pictures 
are to be brought out. But the ideal sub- 
jects instanced must be treated in a simple 
way. For this reason only those which are 
at once simple and dignified will be provided 
in the penny and three-cent coliections. 
More abstruse and abstract pictures may 
come later, maybe, but only for the high 
school students. The grammar school chil- 
dren, it has been found, would not be likely 
to spend even a penny upon an unreal-seem- 
ing picture. They do not even care to look 
over works of this order. Heroic subjects 
and characters please them best, next to the 
Madonnas and cherubs, and for pictures of 
animals and children they have an enduring 
love. 

The penny pictures, purchased at the sacri- 
fiec of countless sticks of candy and chew- 
ing gum, it may be, the children will be 
taught, in the kindergarten and manual 
training departments of those schools fortu- 
nate enolugh to possess them, how to mount 
and frame the inexpensive but valuable bits 
Portfolios of the diminutive 
pictures will be made in many cases; in 
others group pictures for the adornment of 
the home or schoolroom walls. An exhibi- 
tion of the various collections made by the 
children will probably be arranged for the 
end of the coming school season, and the 
children will be encouraged to prepare for 
these exhibitions from the beginning of the 
school year. By many of the grade teachers 
the penny picture idea, offering as it does 
unlimited opportunities for beauty-gather- 
ing by the children, for whom objects of 
beauty and art are often exceedingly rare 
and difficult to obtain, is regarded with un- 
restrained favor. ane 
Effects Will Be Beneficial. _ 

“Many a boy who has tormented his 
teachers and endeavored to ruin his own con- 
stitution by cigaret smoking, and many a 
girl victim of the chewing gum habit will 
become emancipated because of the little 
pictures,”’ these teachers declare. “‘ When 
a beautiful picture, an object of real beauty 
and a pleasant reminder of the subjects 
which interest the children most may be 
purchased for a penny, there will be present- 
ed a new and attractive incentive for the 
saving of that penny.” 

*“* The selling of the pictures may not be in 
strict accord with the letter of the educa- 
tional laws of Chicago,” says a teacher of 
long and progressive experience, “ but it is 
in perfect accord with the spirit of them— 
the spirit which desires and endeavors to 
help the child in all possible ways. . The 
penny picture may yet constitute the foun- 
dation of a new school of American art. It 
will at least enable and assist Chicago chil- 
dren to grow up competent to judge a picture 
or a piece of statuary on its own merits. 
And when it is remembered that this is « 
point unreached as yet by the average adult 
of Chicago, the wide scope and real helpful- 
ness of the idea will be at once recognized.

ATTITUDE OF CARDINALS. 


Not All Those of Influence Are 
_ Friendly to the Head of 
| the Church. 


SECRETS OF THE VATICAN, | ‘ 


N spite of the canonical decrees, the one 
more stringent than the other, which 
have existed ever since the year 499, for- 
bidding the Princes of the church from 
discussing during the lifetime of a 

Pontiff the question of the succession of his 
tiara, the matter forms at the present mo- - 
ment an absorbing topic of interest and de- 
bate throughout the civilized world, Protes- 
tant as wef! as Catholic, Rome being, of 
course, the place where this problem excites 
the most keen and.engrossing attention. 
Who is to be the future. Pope? Cardinal 
Rampolla, Cardinal Gotti, Cardinal Vannu- 
telli, Cardinal Parocchi, Cardinal Satolll, or 
Cardinal Jacobini? To these names some add 
that of Cardinal Oreglia, who as Camerlingo 
fills the same office as Leo XIII. occupied 
at the time of his election, just twenty years 
ago. Each ags his own “ papeggianti,” or 
constituents, wht are carrying on a cam- 
paign for their respective candidates. It is, 
of course, impossible to foretell the result of 
these canvasses. But inasmuch as the prel- 
ates above mentioned are those who are alone 
regarded as ‘“‘ papabile,”’ or possible of elec- © 
tion, a brief review of their respective 
chances, as well as a few notes concerning 
their appearance, character, and antece- 
dents, may be timely at the present juncture. 
If the names of no foreign Cardinals have 
been inc'nded in the foregoing list it is be- 
cause, a. shown in the letter on the conclave 
which appeared in these columns on Sunday 
last, the election of a non-Italian as Pope 
is less than ever before either probable or 
even, under present circumstances, 
practicable, the dread of | interfer- 
ence on the part of either the 
Italian government or of -the foreign 
powers being likely to result in the conclave 
being held immediately on the demise of Leo 
XIII., and before any of the foreign Car- 
dinals, members of the Sacred College, can 
have time to reach Rome from abroad. ) 
A remarkable feature about the candidates 
for the tiara at the forthcoming conclave 
is that, with the exception of Cardinal Oreg- 
lia, who is a Baron of ancient lineage, and 
of Cardinal mpolla, who is a Marquis of 
equally illustrious descent, they are a]jl men 
of lowly birth. Even at the time of the ele- 
vation of Leo XIII. to the chair of St. Peter 
patrician names predominated in the Sacred 
College. But today this is no longer the 
case. The plebelan element is far in the ma- 
jority, and perhaps no stronger evidence 
than this can be furnished of the fact that 
the Catholic Church as ah institution is'a 
progressive body, since it shows by the pres- 
ent composition of its Senate that it is fully 
alive to the democratic trend of the marck 


of modern history. 

Rampolla’s Chances Small. 

' all candidates for the tiara the one - . 
whose name is most frequently mentioned 
as the probable successor of Leo XIII., and 
yet who has the least chance of ascending 
the papal throne, is the Sicilian, Cardinal 
Rampollia del Tindaro. Rarely has it hap- 
pened that a Secretary of State has been 
chesen to follow the Pope with whose policy 
he was identified in the capacity of Prime 
Minister. In fact, many centuries have 
elapsed since anything of the kind has taken 
place. Toward the end of every reign, espe- 
clally when it is as long as that of Leo XIIL., 
a sentiment of reaction arises in the Sacred 
College against the policy of the Holy 
Father. The reaction against the policy of . 
Leo XIII. has been particularly marked dur- 
ing the last year or two, and it is no secret 
that his policy, foreign as well as domes- 
tic, ecclesiastic as well as secular, is 
condemned by a large majority of the 
Italian members of the Sacred College, by 
none more than by those prelates whom he 
himself promoted to the rank of Cardinal in 


that they would indorse and champion his 
views. That so shrewd a man as Leo XIII. 
should have ever enteriained any expecta- 
tions of this kind is surprising. For the most 
elementary study of the history of the 
church should have taught him that it is 
just as difficult to predict what the political 
attitude of a prelate will be after his eleva- 
tion to the Sacred College as it is to foretell 
the course which a Cardinal is likely to adopt 
in the event of his being elected Pope. This, 
however, can be said of Cardinal Rampolia, 
that, tenacious, diplomatic, and clever as he 
has been in influencing Leo XIII. while in- 
ducing the Holy Father to believe that he 
was merely blindly obeying his orders, his 
elevation to the papacy would result in a 
continuation of the present Vatican poligy, 
for which he ts justly regarded as responsi- 
ble, and which is so bitterly opposed by the 
majority of his associates in the Sacred Col- 
lege. His election would be a subject for 
regret as far as the important Catholic ele- 
ment in the United States is concerned.

Both were created Cardinals by Pius 
IX., and his Eminence Oreglia distinguished 
himself above all other members of the 
conclave of 1878 by his bitter opposition 
to the election of Leo XIII., to whom, by the 
by, he bears the most striking persona! re- 
semblance. He has the reputation of being 
the most irascible member of the Sacred Co!l- 
lege, and numerous stories are current at 
Rome of his encounters with the present 
Pontiff, whose policy~ he. cpposes in every 
particular.

If in this letter the writer has restricted 
himself to describing the personality, char- 
acteristics, and pagt history of the “ papa- 
bile ’’ Cardinals, leaving the readers to form 
their own conclusions with regard to the 
probable policy of the next Pope, it is be- 
cause of a remark of Cardinal Parocchi, 
made.some years ago, and which has always 
remained impressed upon the writer’s mind. 
It was @ response to a perhaps indiscreet 
inquiry as to whether the next Pope would 
be likely to establish a policy of conciliation 
or of open warfare in his dealings with the 
Italian government. ‘‘ The successor of Leo 
XIil.,” he exclaimed, “‘ will be forced to 
walk much in the footsteps of his predeces- 
sor, just as Leo XIII. has been compelled to 
continue in the path of Pius IX. Each Pon- 
tiff from the moment that he takes posses- 
sion of the chair of St. Peter cuts himself 
adrift from all his previous prejudices and 
views.

Anderson then squirmed out of the hut 
and exhibited with pride an inner eoating 
of tar paper, the odor of which was most 
disagreeable.

‘* Norwegian Pete’’ is known by his neigh- 
boring fishermen as a mysterious, religious 
Swede of f5 years.

Never has he been known to fish on a Sun- 
day, He has worked at his trade for seven 
years, scarcely ever leaving the pier during 
the summer season, but sleeping at night 
time in a box contrivance into. which he can 
barely crawl and lie down.

GREAT BRITAIN’S FRUIT SUPPLY 


United States Sends the Most Apples 
and Spain Leads in Contributions 
of Grapes. 


An interesting statement of the sources of 
Great Britain's food and vegetable supply is 
contained in the recently issued Annual 
Statement of Trade for 1897. The United 
States, of course, stands first in relation to 
apples, with 1,808,115’ bushels, Canada be- 
ing a fair second with 1,020,029. Together 
these two countries contributed 2,829,044 
bushels, out of a total supply of 4,199,971 
bushels. There wasa great drop to Holland’s 
386,677 bushels, third in the list last year; 
though Belgium, which usually sends twice 
as many bushels as Holland, was close be- 
hind with 382,914\bushels. France, Portu- 
gal, Spain, Germany, Denmark, Italy, the 
Channel Islands, Australasia, and a few un- 
named countries help towards the total, but 
some of them send only insignificant quan- 
tities. France has contributed over half a 
million bushels on more occasions than one, 
but not since 1894. 

Australasia sent 166,000 bushels last year, 
and nearly as much in each of the two pre- 
ceding years. Belgium took the lead with 
pears last year, her contribution having been 
529,005 bushels, out of a total of 1,051,877 
bushels. Usually, however, France stands 
first, though she sent only 269,142 bushels in 
1897. Holland, the United States, Germany, 
and Canada foliowed in the order given. As 
usual, France supplied nearly half the plums 
imported, or 509,934 out of 1,043,819 bushels; 
Germany, 286,905? 149,503; Belgium, 
80,900; and Amerita and other countries the 
smail balance. France usually, if not al- 
ways, has been first for cherries, and in 1897 
she supplied England the extra large quan- 
tity of 192,686 out of a total of $12,204 bushels. 
Holland, Germany, and Belgium followed in 
the order given, other unnamed countries 
having sent only a trifling quantity. 

Spain was a long way ahead with 787,580 
out of a total of 913,713 bushels of grapes 
followed by Portugal with 121,603 bushels. 
the Channel Islands with 43,377, and Bel. 
gium, France, Italy, the Cape, and Canada 
with small quantities. For unenumerated 
fruit, including tomatoes, the Canary Is- 


‘lands have taken the top place in recent 


years, followed closely by Spain, and at 
great distance by other countries. But the 
returns of these fruits, mixed as they are 
$ surely time to give tomatoes a se 
arate heading, and it would be well Ay 
the same for strawberries. The only cul-
